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PORTUGUESE IN GUINEA 


The Portuguese invasions of Guinea- 
Conakry over the last several weeks 
were a desperate ! ef/ort by Portugal 
to hold on to its colonial empire in 
Afrïca. Like the CAS. in South Vietnam, 
popular armed struggle has driven 
Portugal up against the fuaii in its 
H'esi African eoCorcjj of Guinea -Bissau* 
The inuasiorc of neighboring independent 
Guinea- Conakry was Portugal’s ver¬ 
ston of Camhodia - its objective was to 
eliminate a friendly sanctuaryand supply 
base * 

PIGSAT BAY 

The colony of Guinea-Bissau is a 
smalt Portuguese-ruled enclave on the 
coast of West Africa, sandwiched be - 
twe&n the A/rican-ruttid States of 

GtSïïea - Conakry and Senegal. lts peo¬ 
ple took up armed struggle a^üinsf 
Portuguese colonial rule in 1963 ufider 
the banner of the PAIGC (the African 
Party for the Independence of Guinea 
and the Cape Verde ! stands). Led 

by Amilcar Cabral, one of the most 
impressive revolutionary figures on the 
world scene today , the PAIGC has 
already hberated nearly 80% of the col- 
territory. 

DespUe these impressive gains, Port¬ 
ugal stilt Controls the Coastal area of 
the country. This circumstance has 
forced the liberation move ment to get 
supplies and maintain international con- 
tacls ihrough neigkboring Guïnea-Con- 
akry and Senegal. 

Portugal’s invasions of Guinea- 
Conakry were only the latest ina series 
of maneuvers designed to cut off and 
isolate the PAIGC’ s support and as sis- 
tance from fellow Africans, Last year, 
Portugal conducted terror campaigns 
against Senegalese villages in theareas 
bordering Guinea-Bissau. The Port¬ 
ugese bombed these villages and drop- 
Ped leaflets warming of jurther attacks 
if the benegalese people continued to aid 
the guernllas in Guinea-Bissau. 

These campaigns in Senegal unfortun- 
ately produced the intended results. 
The smug Senegalese leadership f headed 
by conservatiue Leopald Senghor, no 
longer permils the PAIGC to train or 
seeksanctuary on Senegalese soit, Seng- 
hor kas even stopped the flow of sup¬ 
plies through his country to re bel f ore e$ 
in Guinea-Bissau. 

Unlike Senegal, Guinea -Conakry has 
not been intimidated by Portuguese 
terror and harassment. Led by Presi-

dent Sekou Toure * it has op enly support - 
ed the anti-Portuguese struggle to the 
biorth. In the early stages of the lib- 
eration struggle, Guinea-Conakry 
allowed the PAIGC to maintain schools, 
hospitals, trianing facilities and other 
support institutions on its soit. Most 
of these functions are now carried out 
in the Hberated zones of Guinea-Bissau 
itself, but Guinea-Conakry continues to 
offer whatever support is necessary. 
The PAIGC keeps its headquarters in 
Conakry, the Capital ctty. Most import¬ 
ant t Guinea-Conakry remains the only 
route by which supplies from the out- 
side world can get through to libera¬ 
tion forces within Guinea-Bissau. 

Guinea-Conakry has made periodic 
reports to the Vis during the past four 
years that Portugal has been bombing 
its border villages and conducting fre¬ 
quent överfhghts deep into its terri- 

tory. The faiture of these attempts to 
terrorize Guinea-Conakry into achange 
of poltcy left Portugal with only one 
m ore option - the resort tonakedaggres- 
sion. This option materialized in the 
recent series of invasions by Portugal w 
and again led to failvre. 

Some Africans participated in the in- 
vasion farce, including potitical exiles 
from Guinea-Conakry and colonial quis¬ 
lings from Guinea - Bis sau who side with 
the Portuguese against the liberation 
movement. Ii is difficuU to establish 
exactty hovi many Portuguese and other 
huropean mercenaries there were be- 
cause many of the tvhites wore black- 
face. AU of the officers were Porl- 
uguese t and the invasions were pianned 
and lamched from the Coastal part of 


Gumea-Bissau which Portugal still Con¬ 
trols. 

According to Radio Conakry t the 
African soldiers involved were irained 
by the ubiguitous (seeming to be every- 
where at the sa me time) Jean Schramme, 
a former Belgian army cotonel. 
Schramme is one of the Free World* s 
Green Bereis at-targe t having fought 
as a mercenary in the Congo , Angola , 
and elsewhere in Africa. As an expert 
in such " Vietnamization ,t programs t 
he was probably invaluable to the Port¬ 
uguese in organizing the recent opera- 
tion m Guinea-Conakry. Schramme has 
just started a ckicken farm in Portugal 
to keep Sus;y during the off-season. 

The intentions of the invasions are 
fairly ciear from the actions carried 
out once inside Guinea-Conarky, Pres¬ 
ident Sekou Toure’s summer villa was 
bumed to the groundand the presidentiat 
compound in Conakry uas attacked 
(without sucessA An army camp was 
seized long enoughto release Pvisoners 
who included both pohtical opponents 
of Toure and Portuguese soldiers cap- 
tured by the PAIGC in Guinea- BissatL. 
Also, both the PAIGC headquarters and 
the home of ils leader, Cabral, were 
totally destroyed , Fragmentary reports 
suggest that some 38 - 50 invaders 
were killed and another 100 taken 
prisoner. About 400 Guineans were 
killed , including rondom terrorist at¬ 
tacks on women and chüdren. 

The invaders apparently soughttoas- 
sassinate President Toure in the hope 
that a new regime wou ld join with the 
benegalese govemment in cutting off 
support for the people’s struggle in 
Guinea-Bissau. Portugal made common 

cause with pohtical exiles from Guinea- 
Conakry in the attempt to eliminate 
Toure. Perhaps in return for Portuguese 
assistance in helping them try to seize 
power in Conakry, the exiles promised 
to cut off aid to the PAIGC * Ströng 
as PAIGC now is, the loss of syrnpa- 
thetic Guinea-Conakry next door would 
have been a crus hing blow to ultimate 
victory. 

The Portuguese counter-insurgmey 
effort in Guinea-Bissau is failing badly 
by all accounts. The invasions were a 
last-ditch attempt by Portugal to win 
m Guinea-Bissau by wiping out the top 
PAIGC leadership at its headquarters 
in Conakry, and especially to assassin-
